Isom of Terre Haute, a polio 
victim who has been aided by 
the March of Dimes in past 
years. 

The visit served a 
dual-purpose — both to talk with 
Mrs. Isom about her days in an 
iron lung and to inform her 
about the scheduled Mothers' 
March of Dimes on Sunday, 
Jan. 18, from 1to 4 p.m. 

Visiting Mrs. Isom were Mrs. 
Robert Taylor, local 
co-chairman for the Mothers’ 
March; Nelson Cohen, 25-year 
board member of the March of 


Dimes; and Mrs. Ned B. 
Herriott, publicity chairman for 
the March of Dimes. 


Mrs. Isom. who only had part 
of her series of polio 
‘inoculations, was stricken with 
poliomyelitis, Type Three. on 
July 4, 1971. when her son. 
Ronnie, was only 
two-months-old. 

She has been living in the iron 
lung. furnished by the March of 
Dimes, ever since. She resides 
with her now five-year-old son 
and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ray Pruitt, at RR 52. Terre 
Haute. 

The local March of Dimes 
also gave Mrs. Isom a “turtle 
shell,” the machine that covers 
her body from waist to chest 
and allows her to remain 
outside the iron lung for periods 
of three or four hours at atime. 
However, it takes five or more 
strong men to move the 
paralyzed woman and she 
therefore does not often have a 
| chance to leave the iron lung.

The March of Dimes Reading oyaya 
will begin iñ local elementary schools next 
week to continue the local efforts to raise 
funds to fight birth defects. 

The Reading Olympics is a fairly new 
fund raising project sponsored by the Vigo 
County Chapter. Connie Jukes is this 
year's Reading Olympics chairman. “This 
worthy project is designed to involve 
elementary aged children in a fulfilling, 
stimulating and self-rewarding effort to 
help the fight against birth defects,” said 
Mrs. Jukes. 

The Reading Olympics raises money in 
the following way: children who choose to 
participate select books, at their own level 
of reading, to read for their own pleasure.
